Being ci- 
vilians, they arc ethically uncouth 
by the high West Point standard. 
So are the people.

In due course, Stripling was draft- 
ed after a systematic radio hound- 
ing by Pearson and made to serve 
most of his army hitch as a yard- 
bird. Pearson's sympathy did not 
run particularly with Lash, though 
Stripling had hacled Katz before 
the committee, shown him up as 
an old hand on the Daily Worker 
and made him admit that though 
he was in charge of the foreign 
press division of the office of war 
information he couldn't read or 
speak any foreign language.
